MODESTY. 

Although modesty is, by no means, inconsistent with 
rational confidence, yet it is invariably opposed to assur- 
ance.

Even as plain and neat apparel is best calculated to 
adorn a beautiful female, so a discreet and decent heba- 
vior is the most, beanaig ornament of wisdom. 

Aithough truth needs no artifice to recommend its 
sterling worth, nevertheless the language in which it is 
clothed by a modest man imparts lustre to its virtue.—

ful of his own judgment ; and hence he courts the coun- 
sels of a friend whose reputation and experience author- 
ize a reference on the subject of his consideration. 

The ear of modesty delights not to hear its own 
praise, even from the voice of sincerity and truth; and 
is ever unwilling to become the harbinger of plaudits 
conferred on its possessor. Even as a veil addeth to 
beauty, so are our virtues enhanced by the inviting 
shade which the mantle of modesty casts around them. 
Having drawn this brief picture of modesty, we shall 
afford to it a further elucidation, by placing it in juxta- 
position with its opposite quality—assurance. 

Behold the man of assurance—the victim of vanity 
and arrogance—the idol of his own diseased imagina- 
tion! Behold him clothed in gaudy and rich attire — 
His haunts are the public streets and fashionable } rom- 
anades. Observe how he casts his eyes around—how 
he courts observation. Poor, vain, pitiable /hing—pan- 
der to his own insignificance. Mark how he elevates 
his empty head, and overlooks the poor, and, as he sup- 
poses, less favored children of fickle fortune, as if their 
persons tainted the air around his self-supposed imma- 
culate dignity; while, at the same time, his want of 
sense, or, rather, his abuse of it, blinds his discernment 
of the laughter and ridicule which reigns around him, 
and of which he is so appropriate a subject. 

Who is he that despiseth the judgment of others 7— 
whose delight is to hear and speak of himself at all times 
and on all occasions? who with greediness devours his

cwn praise, while the sycophant preys on his credulity, 
and laughs him to scorn? Behold —vanity is his name. 
He is the offspring of folly and assurance, nursed in the | 


lap of arrogance, and fed with the husks of nonsense. 

While we thus delineate the effects of modesty and 
assurance, we would fain be understood to have char- 
acterized the one in its proper light—the other under its 
popalar import. For example: by that quality of méd- 
esty which is here described, we by no means intend that 
awkward bashfulness to which common politeness, good 
breeding, and a passable knowledge of men and things, 


sense of horor, decency, and decorum, beget. From 
these considerations, the inference is easily drawn, that 
modesty and assurance are both amiable, and may well 
unite in the same being. Indeed, so essential are these 
two traits in the composition of humanity, that every 
individual should encourage and cherish them, not only 
as important, but necessarry ingredients in his charac- 
ter. He who is a stranger to tbe quality of becoming 
moeesty, is lost to every sense of discretion, honor and 
virtue ; while he who is devoid of a proper assurance, 
is constantly obnoxious to the attacks of derision, folly, 
or malice, for want of stability to despise the petty cen- 
sures with which ignarance, envy, or ill nature, assail 
him.

A BRAZILIAN FOREST. 

It is more particularly in the forest that the grand and 
the picturesque, the sublime and the beautiful, form the 
most singular and fantastic combinations. From the 
loftiest giants of the forest down to the humblest shrubs, 
all excite the astonishmert of the spectator. By means 
of the parasites, which form the most characteristic fea- 
ture of the Brazilian forests, every thing seems united in 
any community of being and of aim. These at first 
creeping parasites soon cling boldly and closely to the 
tree, climb to a certain hight, and then letting their tops 
fall to earth, ayain take roet there—again shoot up— 
push from branch to branch, from tree to tree in every 
direction, until tangled, twisted, and knotted in every 
possible form, they festoon the whole forest with a dra- 
pery, in which a ground-work of the richest verdure is 
variegated with garlands of the most varied and many 
colored flowers. Sometimes the parasites choke the tree 
which they enbrace; the latter then decays and falls, 
while the former remain suspended, attached to the sur- 
rounding trees, and constantly increasing in thickness 
until they present the appearance of magnificent twisted 
columns, around which a fresh growth of plants soon 
rises, twining and clinging with a grace which is inde- 
scribable. In no other part of the world is nature so 
great a coquettee as here. At every period in the life 
of plants her desire to please and to faseinate appears 
unlimited ; all that is ugly, melancholy or repulsive—all 
that speaks of glooms, d :cripitude, or decay—is banish- 
ed; the breath of an eternal spring is maintained thro’- 
out the forest, and flowers and fruit loading the same 
branch are presented in constant succession, and in col- 
ors ever fresh. If a tree wither, or shed its leaves, or be- 
gin to show symptoms of decay, thousands on thous- 
ands of plants climb it, and weave a robe with which to 
cover its inferior trunk and branches; and, having ful- 
filled this mission, re-descend from the summit, playful- 
ly waving their plumes, sporting with and embracing 
millions of others which they meet on the way, until at 
length they lose themselves in the immensity of the thick- 
et. If the tree decay-~if it fall, overwhelmed with age, 
nature hastens to conceal the horrors of death. She 
summons the moss and the lichens to prepare its bed— 
she calls forth a thousand parasites to form a pall or cov- 
ering for the rotten and uprooted trunks, which in our 
forests of North Europe exhibit scenes of naked desso- 
lation; we have here only so many gorgeous canopies, 
surmounting sofas veiveted with the rich and delicate 
plants which beautify the forest. If examined more 
closely—if this exquisite carpet be raised, a new world 
reveals itself; millions of worms, and millions of young 
plants are springing from the bed of death, and astonish 
the eye. Every thing submits here, as elsewhere, to the 
law of nature; but here only nature conceals all the 
hedeous processes af decomposition, and so embellishes 
the very shroud of death that it appears to the eye but 
asthe graceful drapery ot some festal scene.—J urnal

To C. W. Lawrence, Esq. 

Collector of ihe Port of New-York : 

Sir,—I endeavored, at the conclusion of my l!ast letter, 
to draw your attention to a fact, the evidence of which 
is so directly before you that denial were useless, and 
palliation inadmissible:—the enormous wasie of public 
moneu in one department of the Custom House. 

It is always painful to me when the advocacy of gen- 
eral principles, or the exposure of wholesale delinquen- 
cy, involves men whose characters, consistency and age, 
render them objects of respect rather than censure.— 
There are, in the examiner’s office, a few who may 
claim these qualifications, rare as they are in the institu- 
tion under your direction. 

But, Sir, there are young, vigorous, active men in 
that department—men who are physically, and should 
be mentally, qualified for any situation among the in- 
spectors. Remove them, Sir, or cause them to be re- 
moved, to some other department, where their services 
may be available. If they are disqualified by lack o! 
talent or education for any office in the department of 

’ that they are 
unfit for public office, and should be removed. In their 
present location, they are the mere auloma/on recipients 
of $1,095 per annum—paupers on the public purse—dis- 
creditable alike to their government and their office.—

POLITICAL ORGANIZATION OF THE M. P.’s 
—DANGER OF THIS STANDING ARMY TO 
THE RIGHTS AND LIBERTIES OF THE 
COMMUNITY EXPOSED. 

I ee the “first _ to denounce the unscrupulous villainy 
of the licensed.thieves attached to the old police, and for 
along time I was'the only person who dared do it. My 
attacks, however, were not made against the system so 
much as they were against the depraved and heartless 
knaves who disgraced it, by preying upon helpiessness, 
innocence and defenceless misfortune—by feeding upon 
the wrecks which desolation had strewed around 
them, and by fattening on the vice and pollution created 
by their own depraved ageney. So soomas I,in defiance 
of all the oppositivn to which I was exposed, had sue- 
ceeded in arousing the public mind tothe shameful enor 
mities which they were in the daily habit of perpetrat- 
ing upon the community whom they professed to be 
protecting, a number of brainless cockney scribblers, 
who possess about as clear an idea of our form of gov- 
errment as they do of the proper and christian promun- 
ciation of the letter H, immediately commenced calling 
out most lustily for a standing army of hireling police 
loafers, the same as they “ avein Hengland.” The ery 
was soon echoed by a host of demagognes in all parties, 
who are too stupid to perceive the marked difference be- 
tween the wants, policy and tendency of the tottering 
despotisms of Europe, as contrasied with ose young, 
healthy and vigsroas republic. In the former, the great 
mass of the people—the usetul, toiling, starving mass— 
are deprived, by a bloated, idle aristocracy, from the first 
moment of their existence, of every right inherited from 
heaven, but the solitary one of dying, and that misera- 
bly and prematurely from want, and grief, and worse 
than prison toil, and consequently the great bulk of the 
population feel a hatred which eternity itself cannot 
quench, towards the government which, with hireling 
boyonets, compels them to silent but sullen starvation, 
in the midst of a vast abundance, created by their own 
uncompensated labor. How is it possible that any peo- 
ple, so outraged, so plundered, so purposely reduced to 
ignsrance and squalid, pinching want, by Law, can re- 
gard law otherwise than with the most bitter hatred— 
how look upon the flying violators of that which they 
know wrongs, curses and starves themselves, in any 
other light but that of persecuted men, who have been 
goaded into madness by a life of injuries, and who they 
deem worthy objects of respect and concealment? In 
such a state of society, I can readily see the necessity— 
ay, the absolute, unavoidable necessity—of a heaven-in- 
sulting aristocracy employing a large standing army 
of hiveling soldiers and policemen, to enforce laws which 
insult God’s justice, violate his will, and outrage his 
merey ; but lam sadly at a loss to conceive what good 
reason there can be for burthening our people with either 
the one or the other. Here the laws are made by the 
people—every citizen has a voice in undoing any wrong 
which either the stupidity or depravity of men who are 
tempararily elevated to power, may perpetrate, and tho’ 
we very frequently make a sadly improper use of that 
power, the fault is our own, and to ourselves alone can 
we justly attribute the blame. The great, the over- 
whelming mass of our people are therefore very truly 
regarded as conservators both of the law and the govern- 
ment, and all laws which are just, reasonable, and in 
conformity with the spirit of our institutions, can always 
be enforced with ease, except at midnight, by the elect- 
ed constables ofeach ward. No law of an opposite 
character can be carried into general effect in this city 
by twenty thousand police loafers. 

It may be successfully used by the minions of power 
in gratifying an unjustly treasured animosity against 
isolated individuals, upon whom, as private citizens, 
they would not dare seek to avenge themselves—it may 
by them be used to extort black mail from timid ag- 
gressors, and it may serve in some instances to glut to 
satiety their beastly appetites; but” this, | apprehend, 
ought not to be the aim of law-makers. Every citizen is 
recognized by the laws of this State as an officer, and is 
fully empowered to do all that a policeman dare do un- 
der any circumstances, save that ef serving warrants 
and robbing drunken men with impunity. Where, 
then, is the necessity of @ight hundred M. P.’s? All 
laws which are paralyzed by public opinion should be 
instantly repealed for the good and sufficient reason 
above given, and all the vagrant, bandit band of M. 
P.’s should be disbanded as soon as possible, and sent 
to earn a living in some honest and republican manner. 
It is to be feared that they will become too hopelessly 
lazy and depraved for this before their year is out, in 
which case they will serve to inocculate the community 
with vices that a whole century’s virtuous physicing 
will scarcely eradicate. Their establishment by the 
present imbecile Common Council, in shameless viola- 
tion of the expressed will of the people who elected 
them last spring, is an outrage so gross, g aring, and 
palpably insulting, that cannot be readily forgotten.

This banner, which I have yet got, 
was greeted at every step with the most enthusiastic 
cheers, in which nearly every pretendedly democratic 
member of the present Common Council joined. How, 
then, the reader will ask, could they act with such open 
perfidy ? What could have been their motive? I will 
now proceed to tell you. About three years ago, some 
of the dignitaries who since aided in getting the obnox- 
ious Jaw passed through the legislature, opened their 
plan to me and solicited my co-operation. Never can 
they forget the indignant manner in which I repelled 
their advances, and rebuked their insulting depravity. 
It was not until two years after that they sufficiently re- 
covered the shock to pursue their wicked scheme, the 
long and short of which is this.
